Ordinance having beon found insufficient to 
prevent the ealo of opinm in tho shapo of pills 
apd wind, A prominont Chinose tells me that 
the stopping of tho sale of pills will have a bad 
effect. . These pills, it appears, re used for tho 
‘cure of thé opium habit. Thoy contain only 
avory small percentage of the drug—so small 
as to bo almost imperceptible when analysed. 
If their sale is made 80 expensive as to bo 
prohibitive to tie coolie class, my informant 
states, it will simply mean an increase of crimo, 
for if the opium slaves cannat get their narcotic 
by fair means they will not hesitate to obtain it 
by foul.
